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the Mirkee Cfolid ht! Edingborough-!, antl 
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and ſundery our Subjedts foreſaid being 
mow 19 perſons, betwixt ſixtie and fix- 
teene yeares, to provide themſelves in man- 
ner foreſaid , and to be in readineſſe t5 
make their Randevous thns Armed, at the 
placesto. be appoynted by our ſaid Eſtates 
or Committees: having power from them 
within eight and fourtie howers after they 
ſhall be lawfully warned from them to that 
effect, as they- will teſtifie their affeftions to 
the true Proteſtant Religion , the Liberties 
of our Kiugdomes , our owne Honour and 
the Peace , and Safetie of that their native 
Countrey , and under the paine to beeſtee- 
med and puniſhed, as enemies to Religion, 
Vs, andour Kingdomes, and their whole 
oods to be confiſcate to the uſe of the 
ublicke.
